more than her fingers. She be- 
gan to do interpretative dances 
and to sing—and the little fac- 
tory girl skyrocketed to star- 
dom,

Chances of wining a _ convic- 
tion against Bright were con- 
sidered stronger by the prosecu- 
tor’s office because the new in- 
dictment permits imprisonment 
of up to 20 years whereas only 
the death penalty or life im 
prisonment could be imposed ir 
the first indictment. 

THE NAME of one of the five 
persons originally accused in the 
dynamiting has been deleted 
from the two-count indictment 
returned by the Grand Jury. 

Missing from the new indict- 
ment is the name of Robert 
Bolling, who was indicted in Oc- 
tober along with Richard Boll- 
ing (his brother), Wallace H. 
Allen, Kenneth Chester Griffin 
and Bright. Robert Bolling can 
still be tried under the old in- 
dictment.

He noted that the. establish- 
ment. of the state of Israel had 
removed Gentile contempt for 
Jews, one of the.roots of anti- 
Semitism, but general prejudice 
and the concept of Jews as 
aliens still remains. 


HE ADDED that this isolation 
serves a useful purpose in that 
it inhibits the drift to assimila- 
tion.

“Substantial progress” in the 
hiring of Jews and other minor- 
ity groups has been recorded, 
the Bureau report adds, in many 
of Southern California’s major 
industries. Integration is “good” 
in aircraft, airlines, accounting, 
business machines, communica- 
tions, electronics, banking and 
finance, food (retail markets), 
insurance, oil, and public util- 
ities industries, 

The Pacific Southwest Region- 
al office of the ADL, B'nai B’rith, 
the other reporting agency, is 
not quite so optimistic — and 
takes a rather dim view of the 
situation. 

THE ADL, in fact, early in 
December, filed charges against 
25 Los Angeles firms alleging 
these firms to be guilty of dis- 
crimination in the employment 
of clerical workers. This is the 
second such complaint in 18 
months. 

Discriminatory job orders had 
been placed in the name of each 
pf the firms cited with one or 
more local private employment 
agencies, the ADL official added.

Viceroy Sales Drop 
Almost One-Fifth 


NEW YORK (P-O)—Sales of 
Viceroy cigarettes, which Jew- 
ish organizations are boycotting 
for the company’s part in the Is- 
rael boycott, dropped last year 
by almost 19 per cent. 

This fact was revealed in 
Business Week magazine, in a 
report of sales of all cigarette 
companies during 1958. 

Two other less popular brands 
manufactured by the same firm 
registered gains during the 
same period. Kool sales rose 
more than 11 per cent, ang Ral- 
eigh sales went up 7.5 per cent 

Viceroy sales dropped more 
than five billion cigarettes last 
year, sliding the brand’s rank 





from sixth to eighth among 
sales of leading cigarettes for 
the year. 

Brown & Williamson Tobacco 
Co. is wholly owned by the 
British-American Tobacco Co., 
of England, which has admitted 
that it stopped sales of its brand 
to Israel because of the threat 
by the Arab League. Brown & 
Williamson, however, sells its 
brands to Israel. The Presi- 
dents’ Conference, made up of 
the heads of 17 national Jewish 
organizations, in a review of the 
situation (P-O, Dec. 19, 58), de 
cided that Brown & Williamson 
hag a direct responsibility in 
the boycott.

young teenagers who had just 
set out on the road to matri 
mony, most answered that. 
while their living conditions 
were quite simple (inexpensive 
apartment, etc.), among their 
possessions a television set, was 
always included. 

If it comes to a choice, me, 
I'll take a bath room any time. 
They’re Taking Enjoyment 
Out of Visiting the Sick 

A bit of instruction was 
handed out not long ago in the 
dailies on how to behave one- 
self properly when visiting a 
friend in the hospital, like not 
too, cheerful or toc gloomy, not 
too loud or too long, quit com- 
paring ailments and quit giving 
free advice. 

But the one that bothers me 
especially is the thumbs - down 
sign on remarking: “Boy, does 
that bed look good. I could use 
some of the rest you’re getting.” 

You mean I should stop say- 
ing that to a bed-fast friend? 
Now, at Least, We Realize 
Mentally Ill People Are Human 

There’s an article, “Mentally 
Ill, But Still a Human Being,” 
in the November Journal. I 
didn’t read it, but the title re- 








minded me of something I had 
read in the book “Communal 
Sick Care in the German Ghet- 
to” by Jacob R. Marcus, presi 
dent of American Jewish His- 
torical Society. 

It seems that both in the Jew- 
ish as well as the non-Jewish 
communities of the 18th and 
19th Centuries, the insane must 
have been regarded as something 
less than human, 

“THE CARE of the insane by 
the Jews,” writes Marcus, “fol- 
lowed in general the pattern of 
the times. Harmless lunatics 
and morons were frequently al- 
lowed to roam about and to per- 
form menial tasks. Those whose 


state required that they be 
watched were locked up. In 
Frankfort, around 1711, and 


Breslau, 1781, the Jewish insane 
were kept in the cemetery, 
either in the house where the 
bodies were ritually washed, or 
boarded with the caretaker of 
the cemetery.” (Why the ceme- 
tery and why impose on the 
caretaker?) 

“In Furth, in 1782, some were 
kept in the local Jewish hos- 
pice. Breslau, throughout the 
second half of the 18th Century, 
made the attempt to hospitalize 
its lunatics. When the mora 
modern hospital was built in 
1787, the attic, which was al- 
most unbearably hot, was re- 
served for them. 

“THE CHRISTIAN St. Alexius 
House in Brunswick also housed 
lunatics on the top floor. 

“The petition of the Breslau 
Brotherhoog to the non-Jewish 
authorities, asking for permis- 
sion to ameliorate these condl- 
tions by permitting the trans- 
fer of the insane to other hospl- 
tals was rejected. 

“In later years, 1816, the ven- 
ereals and the insane were kept 
together in a hospital on the 
cemetery grounds.”

TEL AVIV ‘50TH’ SET

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ALPERT STOPS AT THE SHARON, AND FINDS IT RUN THE ‘TOURIST’S WAY’ 


By CARL ALPERT 

HERZLIA—Great as has been Israel’s develop- 
ment in many areas during the past ten years, it 
is safe to say that the most far-reaching improve- 
ments have been made in the various branches of 
that complex industry which is known as catering 
to tourists. The country still does not have the 
traditions of a Switzerland, but 
countless ‘annoyances, inconvien- 
ences and discomforts have been 
eliminated. This has been achieved 
because the authorities here are 
willing to learn, and have taken 
to heart the constructive criticism 
of both tourists and professional 
advisers, 

THE VISITOR'S point of most 
‘ “.scg delicate contact is the hotel. There 
Alpert are now scores of excellent hotels, 
and the careful supervision exercised over them is 
assurance that there will be no dropping in stan- 
dards. Each hotel has its own characteristics, and 
in a sense its own personality. Some visitors pre- 
fer a bustling metropolitan hostelry, with crowded 
lobby, and much comings and goings. Others favor 
the small, quiet pensions which compensate for the 
possible lack of convenience, by the greater economy. 

One hotel that has already become something 
of a tradition is the Sharon, located only a few 
miles from the heart of Tel Aviv. Visitors who re- 
turn to it again and again sometimes find it diffi- 
cult to express what attracts them, but it is certainly 
not putting words in their mouths to say that it 








is the successful combination of continental charm 
with American efficiency. The tourist who returns 
to his hotel after a long day of sight-seeing wants 
to be sure there is hot water for a shower; towels 
and soap; his mail and messages in good order. 
When he sits down to eat he wants quick service 
from the waiter, but not the kind of waiter who 
grabs the plate from under his nose ere he has 
finished the last bite. 

THESE MAY SOUND axiomatic for the running 
of a successful hotel, but not every American hotel 
can always measure up to best standards as I 
discovered again and again on my last trip through 
the United States. 

It’s the little things that count. Throughout 
Europe, the American tourist will find tea, coffee 
or other beverage is not part of the meal, and is 
not figured in the cost. Cup of coffee? Extra charge. 
The steady traveler knows that, but the first-time 
visitor to Israel is almost always upset to discover, 
when he gets his hotel bill, that all his beverages 
have run up inte a considerable, unanticipated largé 
figure. Most hotels here shrug it off; that’s the 
way it’s done. Not at the Sharon; “Then we'll do 
it the tourist way,” is the reply—and drinks are 
now a part of the meal, as in America. 

THE SHARON is run by papa, mama and junior 
Levy. Mama runs the kitchen with an iron hand, 
and with all the ability and instincts of the matri- 
arch, Levy Senior and Junior are the front men, 
and don’t miss a trick. Junior served an appren- 
tice ship in other Israeli hotels, not to discover any 
secrets of the trade, but to learn what not to do. 


A typical Levy habit: a 35-man delegation is 
checking in this afternoon after a tour of the coun- 
try. Levy phones one of the escort guides on the 
road. “What did they have for dinner last night? 
Boiled chicken? O.K., then we’ll have steak.” These 
are the little things that the tourist never kmows, 
but the results show up nevertheless. 


A HOTEL IS as good as its staff, and the 
Sharon runs its own school. Waiters, chambermaids, 
desk clerks are put through a rigorous course of 
training and it is a source of rather rueful satisfac- 
tion for Levy to note that numbers of his personnel 
have been attracted into service with other hotels 
in Israel. Yet a Sharon employee knows that if he 
does his job well he will be rewarded well. The 
charming young woman who now serves as chief 
hostess in the dining room, was only a year ago 
a busgirl at the dairy bar. A guest here gets the 
feeling that staff members are really trying to 
please him. 


Of course the Sharon’s major attraction is that 
it is both a transient hotel and a vacation resort. 
The tourist who has worn himself out tramping 
around the countryside can still get a lot out of 
Israel without stirring from the Sharon. It is an 
ideal place to spend a restful vacation. Ask the 
Israelis; where do they go for vacation? The Sharon, 
but the trouble is it’s always filled with tourists. 


P.S. This column was not written at the request 
of the management of the Sharon, nor with ‘their 
knowledge. It just came naturally after three rest- 
ful yet interesting days here.

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JESSEL NOT TO BLAME 


We can’t help but sympathize with George Jessel in 
his unfortunate error in delivering a diatribe against kash- 
rut at an Israel Bond affair. 

The famous Mr. Toastmaster has apologized to Rabbi 
‘Baruch Stern of San Diego (P-O, Dec. 26, ’58) pointing out 
that he has spoken with no thought of compensation night 
and day for Jewish causes, and that if in his hundreds of 
appearances he has offended by something he said, he is 
sorry. 

The fault is not Mr. Jessel’s. 

The fault is that of the Jewish community. 

When we put a man on a dais, we expect him to be 
an authority on everything, and soon he gets the impres- 
sion that he is a Jewish leader. Mr. Jessel is not a Jewis! 
leader. He’s a great humorist, an incomparable toastmaster 
a brilliant man in his own right. 

But the Jewish community, unwilling to listen 
scholars and learned men (one of these heading up a Bond 
program or even a national rabbinical convention wouldn’ 
draw a minyon) has brought down on itself this state of 
affairs where a man who has made his mark in other 
than the Jewish field becomes the idol of the Jewish com- 
munity. 

This is a kind of corruption which the Jewish com- 
munity is to blame for, but not the Jewish men like Mr. 
Jessel who give of their time and talents free to be help- 
ful, and who deprive themselves in order to further Jew- 
ish causes. 


FREE PRESS WILL WIN 


We believe that the Israeli press will win out in its 
fight against suppression of legitimate news, although by 
the same token we believe that the action taken by the 
correspondents to the knesset — to boycott news of the 
knesset for a certain period—was unwise. The responsibility 
of the press should not be abrogated even in retaliation. 

No government is ever satisfied with the press it gets, 
for by its very nature, the press is an oppositionist force, 
protecting the underdog, seeking out irregularities and 
pointing up errors. 

But this doesn’t mean that the press should be penal- 
ized. That government is strongest in the long run which 
has the strongest press, and it has been Israeli officials who 
have never failed to point out that Israel has, for its size, 
one of the most vigorous and free presses of any nation. 


CHRISTMAS - HANUKA 


In a number of places, men of integrity have bewailed 
the fact that the Hanuka celebration in aping Christmas 
has taken on excesses which have transformed the holiday 
in a way that is unJewish. 

We understand the fear of assimilation which has 
motivated these charges, but we think they are unwar- 
ranted. 

THERE IS NO gainsaying the fact that Hanuka as it 
is celebrated today has been greatly influenced by the 
Christmas celebrations which dominate our environment at 
this time of the year. Jewish mothers have adapted some 
of the features of Christmas as a protective device. 

Those who challenge this trend point out that at other 
Jewish holidays when gift-giving is a central part of the 
celebration, gifts are forgotten altogether, but at Hanuka, 
when this same feature was a minor adjunct, it has zoomed 
into a central role. 

JUDAISM’S strength has been its ability to adapt from 
its environment and conversely its weakness has been that 
non-Jewish activities exert an influence which borders on, 
and often actually apes, Christianity. 

But a strong, resourceful, self-respecting Jewish com- 
munity need have no fear of being engulfed in this manner. 
A weak, self-hating community does. 

We're betting that the inner strength of the U. S. 
Jewish community of today is such that it can easily with- 
stand any Christmas impact, and that the development of 
Hanuka, while incorporating some influences from Christ- 
mas, will in the long run be more fundamentally Jewish 
as the helpful is adapted and the harmful cast out. 


40 YEARS IN THE PULPIT 


The 40th anniversary of a man in the pulpit who has 
figured so constructively in the development of the U. S. 
Jewish community as Rabbi Israel Goldstein is an occasion 
for reflection on the role played by our leadership in the 
building of a strong Judaism in the U. S. 

Through the past four decades, Rabbi Goldstein has 
occupied the place in the U. S. Jewish community of build- 
er. Whichever group his organizational ability was devoted 
to, that group prospered. 

As president of various national Jewish organizations, 
all of them fositively oriented as would be expected, Rabbi 
Goldstein has wielded influence in a way which transcends 
what only one man might be expected to achieve. 

As a Zionist leader, his strong resourcefulness has 
been felt throughout the Jewish world, and of course 
specifically here and in Israel. As president of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress he played his part in transforming 
that organization from a minor body into a leading national 
Jewish agency. 

Of all the national Jewish leaders Rabbi Goldstein 
seems to have aged none at all, and his vigor is as much 
his principai characteristic today as it was we do not doubt 
on the day in 1918 when he ascended to his first pulpit to 
offer his services to God. 
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At the risk of boring you, let me revert 
again to the situation in Norfolk, Va., as far 
as school integration and the Jewish commun- 
ity there goes. 

There is a Presbyterian pastor in Norfolk 
by the name of William B. Abbot. He’s a 
Southerner himself, from Georgia, educated 
at Davidson college in North Carolina, and 
later at Princeton, 

When he began to defend the right of 
Negroes to attend integrated schools, he stirred 

ontroversy in his own church, with the 
that approximately 10 per cent of his 
‘mbers resigned. 
\N ALMOST boyish smile that breaks out 
you ask him a question which he has 
to answer by showing himself in a courageous 
position, reveals the man’s true character. This 
winsome smile made you see that he was 
honestly doing what he thought a man of God 
should do, and had not the least bit of pre- 
tense about him. 

He has a wife and two daughters, and in 
the tense atmosphere of Norfolk, we’re sure 
he’s been threatened, but he would have brushed 
off this question in the same way he brushed 
off the question of what could have happened 
to him as almost the lone churchman in his 
community that was putting up a vigorous 
fight for the rights of Negroes to public edu- 
cation. 

THE JEWISH community of the U. S. 
would be proud of a Rev. Abbot as a rabbi. 

One of the things which was told to me 
more than once was a story in the daily news- 
paper describing the pregnancies in Washing- 
ton, D. C., among Negro school girls as com- 
pared with white girls. It showed such a great- 
er percentage of pregnancies among the Ne- 
groes in high schools as against the whites 
that the imflammatory purpose of the item 
was clear. 

On consideration, one might question both 
the accuracy of the figures, as also against 
other considerations which make this kind of 








news almost like the charges made by anti- 
Semites against Jews, pyre fabrication, but in 
the devilish way which on the surface makes 
it appear accurate. 


LET’S TAKE this matter of pregnancies 
and look further into the figures. Does this 
mean that Negro girls are more promiscuous 
than their white sisters. Or does it mean that 
the white girls are in a better position to go 
through abortions and otherwise hide their 
sexual indiscretions? We don’t know what the 
true facts are, but we aren’t rushing into 
any unfair charges against an entire group 
either, 

In this connection our second son was tell- 
ing me about a girl who had just been admitted 
to a select girls’ college who had been out of 
school for a semester because of an abortion. 
In her case the family was able to protect the 
child, and she does not become a statistic 
against a group. 

In last week’s editor’s chair, we were long- 
winded not only to the extent that we had 
to rearrange the editorial page, but in addi- 
tion the last three paragraphs had to be lopped 
off. We add them here as a final end to our 
report on Norfolk. 


IN THE TALMUD it says that never judge 
another person until you are in his same po- 
sition. 

Where a threat of violence hangs over 
every one’s head, and death to dear ones is 
always a possibility, not to mention economic 
reprisal, fear can take an awful toll. 

The Jews of Norfolk are united, it,seemed 
to me, in one aspect of the question. They 
seem to feel that the U. S. administration has 
failed to take a vigorous position of leader- 
ship in the matter and thus almost invited 
the situation that has developed. They eagerly 
hope for action by Mr. Eisenhower which will 
bring about an immediate solution which will 
permit the reopening of the high schools and 
a lessening of the tension.

Christmas and Hanuka have elements of 


embarrassment for both Christians and Jews. 

Christmas freezes the Christians in a mood 
of childlike innocence and pacifism, which is 
alien to the nature of a people who have sev- 
eral times conquered the world and even to 
this day encompass land and sea to make con- 
verts to the true faith. Hanu- 
ka freezes the Jew in a ges- 
ture of military defiance 
quite awkward, if not un- 
natural, for a people who 
have always despised power 
and who for almost 2000 
years accepted the knout of 
the oppressor without once 
hitting back. 

To compare or contrast the 
Rabbi Weinstein cultures of two traditions on 
the terms of historic events so untypical of 
either is to spin words without meaning. 


1f IS FAR more useful to compare the 
secular New Year with the Jewish New Year. 

It is not altogether fair to charge the 
secular New Year to the Christian side of the 
ledger, except insofar as there is a responsi- 
bility on the part of the major religious tra- 
dition to rein in the pagan excesses of its 
devotees. I knew an Azas Panim who justified 
the bacchanalian fervor of the New Year on 
the ground that it was the brit mila feast of 
Jesus, and he did point out to me that Jan. 1 
is so recorded on the Christian religious calen- 
dar. 

Perhaps the unnatural restraints which the 
ascetic Paulinian doctrine imposes on man’s 
nature demands this kind of violent outlet. A 
doctrine that denies, when it does not despise, 
the flesh is bound to engender a defensive 
over-emphasis on the needs of the body. 


IN THEORY, Judaism never denegated 
the body nor made false distinctions between 
matter and spirit. But the Jew’s more or less 
tolerated position and the careful restraints 
placed upon him by the various sumptuary 
laws helped to make effective the inner- 
directed moderation of his tradition. It will be 
fascinating to observe in Israet whether the 
Jew, now free of majority pressures, needs 
the antidote of pagan excess to counter the 
moral sobriety of Judaism. 

So far the Purim, Hanuka and Passover 
celebrations give no occasion for fear; but it 





must be noted that the first 10 years of the 
nation’s existence have hardly been such as 
to permit any variation of the “live-today-for- 
tomorrow-we-may-die” theme, 

PERHAPS that will never come to pass, 
for the Jew, as long as he maintains any 
organic relation to his tradition, will have a 
sacred sense of time. 

Time is our element, as air to the bird 
and water to the fish. It is the circulatory life 
blood of the universe, God’s palpable breath- 
ing. 

Nature was God-informed through the 
seasonal workings of time in it. We imposed 
few categories on time’s sway, either of night 
or day, or of the seasons; for time, like God’s 
unity, was indivisible. If we did make a sharp 
division between sacred and secular, between 
Sabbath and week days, it was only that we 
might gather up a double portion of the manna 
of the spirit to spread over the secular reach 
of the common day. 


HISTORY was a sacred art for the Jew, 
since it recorded events, and events were co- 
agulations of time, and time was an emanation 
of God. 

As the Greeks were masters of the plastic 
forms which radiate in space, so the Jews were 
the musicians of history, moulding temples of 
the spirit, palaces of morality, out of the 
ambient filagree of time. 

No matter how much we may let ourselves 
go on the secular New Year, how wildly we 
blow the tin horns, or how bellicosely we sing 
“Auld Lang Syne,” we somehow hear the 
poignant counter wail of the shofar and the 
deep upsurge of the rhythmic beat which tells 
us that God’s breath, the sacred stuff of time, 
deserves a better use. 
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Bids AJCommittee, ADL Rejoin 
NCRAC; Backs Rabbi Prinz

A considerable:amount of mis- 


understanding has arisen as a 
result of certain remarks made 
by Rabbi Prinz at a local meet- 
ing of the American Jewish Con- 
gress chapter. 


His statements should be con- 
sidered in the context of present 
circumstances relating to bomb- 
ing incidents to synagogues that 
have taken place throughout the 
South. Dr. Prinz made the point, 
and in my opinion correctly so, 
that the Joint Defense Appeal is 
using these incidents as a spring- 
board for a supplemental nation- 
al campaign of $500,000. 


It is stateq that this fund is 
to be used in augumenting the 
manpower necessary to combat 


the rise of anti-Semitism 
throughout the South. No one 
engaged in the field of com- 


munity relations will attempt to 
minimize the gravity of the sit- 
uation. Many observers believe 
that the bombings are the back- 
wash of a general disregard for 
law and order engendered hy 


decisions relative to desegrega- 
tion by the duly constituted 
state authorities. 


DEFINITE conclusions as to 
the causative factors of the 
bombings are unnecessary for 
the purposes of the present dis- 
cussion. It is sufficient te point 
out that the NCRAC, a national 
consultative agency, composed 





of community relations councils 
& 


throughout the country, and a 
considerable number of rationa) 
lay and religious organizations 
are devoting a considerable por- 
tion of their time and effort in 
connection with this problem. 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee and the ADL, which are 
joined for fund-raising purposes, 
in the Joint Defense Appeal, 
were previously affiliated with 
the NCRAC. The Anti-Defama- 
tion League’s affiliation was 
through the B'nai B’rith, of 
which it is a component. 

A NUMBER OF YEARS ago. 
these organizations withdrew 
from the NCRAC, following the 
recommendations made in the 
McKeever report, which recom- 
mended allocation of various 
phases of community relations 
activities to each of the nationa! 
agencies. Implicit in their with- 
drawal was the feeling that the 
autonomy of the separate or- 
ganizations was being threatened 
if certain recommendations !n 
the McKeever report were im- 
plemented. 

Now, more than ever before. 
it is necessary that these two 
organizations reunite with the 
NCRAC. The necessities of the 
current situation, and the ma- 
turity of the constitutent organ- 
izations of the NCRAC, should 
make it possible for divergent 
views to be reconciled. There 
are many critical problems to 
deal with in the field of com- 
munity relations requiring 
united action.

LET THE American Jewish 
Committee and B'nai B'rith re- 
join the NCRAC so that all 
phases of community relations 
problems may be considered in 
a national forum. 

It must be remembered by 
these two organizations that 
separatism and divisiveness do 
not help to solve problems that 
are the concern of Jewry 
throughout the country. The 
gravity of the problems makes 
it necessary for all national 
Jewish organizations to unite, in- 


stead of fragmentizing their 
efforts.

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Temple Bombing, Intended to Terrify, Instead Blasts Fear Out of Men’s Hearts: 


This is an advance copy of 
the text of a radio address to 
be delivered this Sunday, Jan. 
4, by Rabbi Jacob M. Roths- 
child, whose Temple in At- 
lanta was wrecked by a bomb 
explosion on Oct. 12. 

By a coincidence, the Temple 
had been in the process of 
preparing to launch a drive 
for new facilities. Damage to 
the shattered structure was 
in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000. The $750,000 goal was 
oversubscribed ‘in a quick 
campaign by $100,000.

The night was clear and very 
quiet. A myriad of stars 
twinkled in the darkened heav- 
ens. A city slept — secure and 
unaware. In a few hours, streets 
would be busy with cars and 
sidewalks bustling with fathers, 
mothers and their children—a!l 
hastening to fill countless pews 
in hundreds of Houses of Wor 
ship. For this was the early 
morning of another Sundav and 
the city was a city of churches; 
its citizens a deeply religious 
folk. But this was destined to 
be a Sunday morning different 
from all those that had gone 
before it. For the date was 
Oct. 12, 1958—and the city was 
Atlanta, Ga, 


A SHATTERING blast rent 
the silence of that quiet night 
Walls crumbled Pillars fell 
The clear, high sound of tinkling 
glass added a note of shrillness 
to the symphony of destruction 
A Temple had been bombed. 


loud was the sound of 
destruction? How far had it 
traveled? An _ investigation in- 
dicated that calls had come from 
miles around. It had been heard 
at Sandy Springs—a village 10 
miles distant. 

BUT FUTURE events were to 
prove that its reverberation 
could not be measured by phy- 
sical distance alone. Once the 
light of day revealed the awe. 
some destruction, its raucous 
thunder was quickly heard by 
an entire nation and found its 
way inward to the deepest re: 
cesses of the souis of men every- 
where. 


How 


What message was the explo 
sion meant to deliver? What 
effect was it supposed to have? 
Its intent was clear enough. 
That was an act designed to 
strike terror into the hearts of 
men. It was intended to cause 





panic and confusion. It was te 
say to an already fearful minor- 
ity: “You are not wanted here 
Don’t speak; don’t preach the 
ideals of your religious faith. 
You are second-class. citizens 
marked for a life of fear.” 

AND MORE than this. It 
was to say to all the bewildered 
and confused people of Amer- 
ica: “Terror is at hand. We 
have the means to spread ter- 
ror and rule by force, Law is 
dead. We are the law.” 

Never was a message. so 
garbled in its transmission 
Never did a band of violent men 
so misjudge the temper of the 
objects of their acts of intimi- 
dation. For this is what really 
happened: Out of the gaping 
hole that laid bare the havoc 
wrought within, out of the ma- 
jestic columns that now lay 
crumbled and broken, out of the 
tiny bits of brilliantly colored 
glass that had once graced with 
beauty the sanctuary itself—in- 
deed, out of the twisted and evi! 
hearts of bestial men has come 
a new courage and a new hope. 

THIS SINGLE act of devasta 
tion has taught lessons which 
all words, all prayers, all pleas 
had been unable to teach. It is 
these truths of which I would 
speak to you today. 

The first of them is that this 
must be a land ruled by law and 
not by men. This was always 
a truism in American life. None 
doubted it. Yet, now, for the 
first time, its real meaning has 
become clear. To advocate the 
disregard of oie law creates an 
atmosphere of lawlessness in 
which men feel that they can 
choose the rules by which they 
will live. Once man_ decides 
that it is within his persona! 
province to decide which laws 
he will obey and which he will 
ignore—then there is no law at 
all. And this is anarchy. 

SOUTHERN leaders have made 
possible—unwittingly, I am sure 
—the creation of just such a 
society as this—a society with- 
out Control by law, a government 
of anarchy. To be sure, they do 
advocate violence. 


not They, 
themselves, abhor it. But their 
words loose the uncontrolled 


passions of men who are quick 
to get their way by violence 
and who seize the opportunity 
in their march for _ personal 
power. 
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Thus, it is clearer now than 
ever before that we must re- 
store America to the rule of 
law. 

And that law must be the 
moral law. Ts is the second 
we have learned. 

IT IS NOT EASY to live by 


the rigorous demand of our 
spiritual forebears. Yet, it is 
more dangerous not to. For 


every time we stray from_ the 
paths they have set for us, we 
bring ourselves near to danger 
and destruction. The _ difficult 
way is still the safest way, after 
all. Once again we are con- 
fronted with and challenged by 
the prophetic ideal that teaches 
us that all men are brothers, that 
justice and righteousness must 
prevail, that only the work of 
righteousness shall bring peace 
to the world, that we must love 
our neighbors as ourselves and 
pursue with diligence the path 
of justice. 

It is the moral law that un- 
dergirds the very foundations 
of democracy. Our country is 
founded upon the biblical ideals 
first taught by the prophets of 
Israel and later incorporated in 
to the ideology of Christianity 
We know it today as the Judeo- 
Christian tradition. When we 
fail to live by the spiritual 
truths of our religious faith, we 
weaken the principles of democ- 
racy. And conversely, when we 
fall short of the goals of free- 
dom and equality set forth by 
the founders of our Republic, 
we have demeaned our religious 
faith Long ago, a_ biblical 


simple and stirring words: “Be- 
hold, I have set before thee this 
day life and good, the blessing 
and the curse; therefore, choose 
ye life.” 

WE HAVE NOW determined 
to meet the challenge in our 
own day. We, too, shail choose 
the good so that we may have 
life. 

It is in the realm of choice 
that the third lesson lies. For 
who is to blame for the wave 
of violence that has swept across 
our land? The guilty ones are 
not alone the political leaders 
whose words fan the flames of 
hatred and incite to violence. 
Not even those who perpetrated 
the very acts themselves bear 
all the blame. 

RESPONSIBILITY RESTS 
equally with those good and do- 
cent people who choose to re- 
main silent in such a time. Too 
many of us, motivated by fear, 
led by the desire to be comfort- 
able and safe, have failed to live 
by the ideals which we know t9 
be right and good. Now we 
have discovered at long last 
what can happen when men are 
afraid to speak and when they 
allow the shadow of cowardice 
to creep into their souls. 

Thus, a strange phenomenon | 
has taken place: Where the 
fear of violence did serve to 
silence men, the act of violence 
has freed their tongues and 
loosed their hands for the work 
of righteousness. So men, now. 
say aloud what they have al- 
ways known in their hearts to| 
true but could not bring 
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walk of life have demonstrated 
a new-found determination to 
affirm with courage the prin- 
ciples by which men must live. 
The curtain of fear has been 
lifted. Decent men are at last 
convinced that there can be no 
retreat from their ideals. 


Neither violence nor the threat 
of violence shall force us to ab- 
rogate the spiritual foundations 
of life itself. We do not make 
such an affirmation out of sheer 
bravado. We do not say it just 
to keep our spirits high. We 
affirm our spiritual heritage be 
cause we know that only when 
man—every man—lives by God’s 
law, no matter how dangerous 
or difficult it may seem to be— 
that only then can he find per- 
sonal security and help achieve 
peace and tranquility for all hu- 
manity. 

NOR DO WE stand alone. On 
that certain knowledge rests the 
most heartening lesson we have 
learned. This dastardly and 


despicable act of desecration has 
roused the conscience of decent 
men and women 
The countless messages of Com-

came to us expressed the shock 
and revulsion of all

their words bring comfort and 
hope to all whose hearts have 
been gnawed by fear and whose 
souls were corroded by doubt.

ON THE CONTRARY, | this 
despicable act has made bright:
